Mr Acheson revealed that 
he knew of the Ruasian 
atomic explosion when he 
made his appeal to Russia 
on Wednesday for co-oporu- 
tion in international affairs. 

In his. General “Assembly 
statement, Mr Vyshinsky first 
dellvered on attack condemning 
Britain and the United States 
for “preparing for-a new war."

Investigators dis- 
covered traces of n home-mado 
bomb in the wreckage, and the 
police sald Mrs Pltre admitied 
she had purchased the materials 
for a bomb and put a package 
con! a bomb aboard the 
plane. . i 


The police sald Mrs Pitre was 
infatuated with the husband of

FICTITIOUS NAME 


The remains of the bomb 
Parcel, found in the wreckage, 
were -addressed to a fictitious 
name at Base Comcau, Quebec, 

Premier Maurice. Duplessis 
has been asked to take tho

case.” 


The police said also that they 
found very little of the lethal 
Parccl left in the wreckage ex- 
cept scraps of paper carrying 
vostage stamps and a Base 
Comeau address. They refused 
to revenl the name of the man 
with whom they sald Mrs Pitro 
was infatuated, but they were 
reported to be seeking him. 

Rellable ‘sources said the 
police learned the man - hod 
insured his wife for US$10,000 
two doys before she diced in the 
crash.—United Press.

“Systems Helps Play

OU will never become a food 
bridge player unless you 


constantly keep the bidding in]- 


mind during the play of the 
hand. great many people 
today are taking xp the pein’ 
count paki of ‘bidding, which 
tells them that they must have 
13 points to open tho bidding. 
Most players who have Icarned 
to bld with the honour count 
system open the bidding with 
two and one-half honour tricks. 


In today’s hand South had 
three honour tricks, or quick 
tricks If you prefer to call them 
that.» But it so happened that 
he was using the point count 
system. He'hnd o count of only 
11 (four for cach ace and threo 
for the King). Therofore he had 
to pnss, Enst and West then 
proceeded to get Into four hearts. 
Enst was an honour trick player 
who had not bothered to learn 
the point count system. 


Now J want to show you the}’ 


importance of this in the play 
of the hand. When South cashed 
the king_of diamonds and led 
the ace, East trumped wlth a tow 
heart. He Jed oa low spnde and 
took the finesse, North winning 
with the king. North knew 
that the only chance to. defeat 
the contract was to outsmart 
East, He led the five of hearts. 
Enst Immediately said to him- 
relf that South could not have 
the nce of hearts, otherwise he 
would have opencd the bidding, 
having three honour tricks, But 
if East had tenown the point 
count system, he ' would have 
known thot South could have 
the nce of hearts and stil} not 
havevan opening: bid’~ Therefore, 
he would not have put up 
his King of hearts. As ft was, 
. South won the king with the ace 
and tho contract was defeated. 


I do not want to tell you that 
you should shift to the point 
count system, I say that you 
should Icarn all systems, You 
stil might make the wrong play, 
but at least you would not make
